The Lake Region Jayceos and 
the Better Vision Institute arc 
launching an - all-' out-oampaJgn 
to detect amblyopia, a leading 
cause of partial blindness in 
children. Ron Forcsman, project 
chairman for the Lake Region 
young men's civic group, indicat- 
ed that today this liitlc-knowh 
condition threatens the sight of 
one in every twenty American 
children.. 

The free screening is slalcd for 
November 30, 1968 in the Antioch 
High School Cafeteria, and will 
be conducted by trained Jayeces 
under the supervision of one oi 
the local optometrists, Dr. Albert 
Bucar. 

"In recent years, we have 
learned that amblyopia is mainly 
preventable, but tragically, be- 
cause so few parcnls are aware 
of the danger, we are still find- 
ing only a small fraction of these 
children in time to safeguard 
their vision," Dr. Bucar said. 

Amblyopia is a condition of re- 
duced or dim vision in an eye 
which appears to be normal. It 
occurs when the two eyes do not 
sec lire same thing with the same 
degree of clarity, and the poorer 
eye is not stimulated to develop 
or maintain clearness of vision. 
Amblyopia is not usually caused 
by a . disease process and can 
generally be improved if discov- 
ered early enough; such as be- 
fore the age of six.
